He had prepared 
them by melting phosphorus in a concen- 
trated solution of glue and mixing in 
peroxid of lead, the composition then boing 
applied to sliveis of wood previously dipped 
in molten sulfur. He sold tl»e invention for 
about f 3,500 to a merchant named Romer, 
who is often (M»redited with the honor of 
making It, but this story about Irinyi is told 
by a college friend familiar with the facts.

Tho senate apportionment 


committee has not yet reported out any 
bills. The house committee still has up- 
wards of 150 on hand, which will be hold

May Extend the Session into June. 


The apportionment bills are near the 


bottom of tbo calendars. They will prob- 
ably be taken up on special orders and 
passed with tho understanding tbat they 
will bo sent to a conference committee for

STREET FAKIRS. 


SYSTEMATIC BUSINESS CONDUCT- 


ED UPON A LARGE SCALE. 


II !• Controlled by Ikm Faklri anil Brine* 


Them In Good ProOU-There Ii Nothing 
They Will Not Bay and Son Through- 
out City nod Country. 


The biutlnpsH (if tlio "streetfakir" is not 


conducted, as mauy persons believe, upon 
haphazard principles 
It is, on the con- 


trary, thoroughly systematized. Tho men 
with tho pushcarts do not own either their 
vehicles or tbo wares they sail. They arc 
comminxion merchants upon a limited 
scale. The goods are consigned to thorn, 
and they return the proceeds of tho sales, 
less tho commission, to their principals In 
much the sumo manner as do tho million- 
aire dry goods men of Worth street. 


Of course, there is some difference be- 


tween tho merchant of Worth street and 
tho fakir of Ann street 
It Is one of de- 


gree, however, more than of nature. The 
comparison is made to call attention to 
tho fact that faking Is a thoroughly regu- 
lated Industry, conducted In a systematic 
manner, upon business methods 


Ann street is the homo of the street fa- 


kir, ant, according to tho men engaged in 
tho business themselves, Thomas P. Bar- 
rett, long since dead, was the father of tho 
craft. Ho it was, some 80 yoara ng0, who 
flrst net up as a "boss fakir." Such Is the 
familiar namo applied to the proprietors by 
the men of the pushcarts. Tho "boss fa- 
kirs, "two or three of whom practically 
control the business In New York, describe 
thoninelrog as "dealers in street novelties." 


If one happens to bo In the vicinity of 


Ann street and Broadway any night in tho 
year and chances to turn in to inspect 
Theater alley, he will find anywhere from 
60 'to 100 pushcarts, bearing the label, 
"Licensed Vender." Tho majority of 
thorn, licenses and all, aro part of tho stock 
In trade of the "boss fakirs." Whan it be- 
comes necessary to throw out a greater 
number of rmm then there are carts, dur- 
ing the holiday geastfnor before the Fourth 
of July, for instance, tho "boss fakirs" are 
able to hire additional carts, and licenses, 
too, in Baxter street Tho renting of such 
property, It seemii, Is one of the peculiar 
irregular industries of the city. Tho Bax- 
ter street Italians receive 35 cents a day for 
tho rental of surplus carts and venders' 
licenses 


While tho carts area necessary article In 


street faking, tho goods to bo sold are, of 
course, the all Important factors. 
Where 


do tho "boss fakirs" get thcmf 
Whore 


don't they got thornP Sometimes they are 
soiling books, again it Is leather goods, at 
Christmas time toys and novelties, in July 
firecrackers, bombs, fireworks and the like 


And sometimes tho "boss fakirs" got 


hold of some very valuable articles for a 
song 
In fact, they have not yet got over 


talking In Ann street of tho marvelous 
success one of the craft had in buying up 
the books and plates of a now well known 
magazine At tho time In question tho 
pub- 


lication had languished—failed. Tho lime 
namo for reorgmiii-ntion and tho manage- 
ment thoughtlessly sold all its book num- 
bers and plates 
They wont for a song to 


a flrm in Ann street 
Two or three days 


later the proprietors of tho magazine came 
to their senses. 
They realized that whilo 


they had tho plant and the good will, the 
fakirs absolutely controlled the magazine 
for a number of yoais 


Perhaps they mudo a second mistake, for 


If anything a "boss fakir" Is shrewd, and 
BO, when tho magazine people within a 
week offered flvo times the price at which 
they bad disposed of the articles for their 
return, tho "fakirs" said "Nol" They 
know that something was up, but just 
what they were at a loss to determine. 
They incmirwl and .found that they con- 
trolfed tho publication and could floreat 
the reorganization of tho company. 
The 


bid for tho property was raised and raised 
again, and eventually tho property was 
sold book. In Ann street it is reported 
that tho "fakirs" divided something like 
$85,001) on that little deal. 


Such opportunities do not come often. 


As a rule, tho "boss fakirs" obtain their 
wares at auction sales in the dry goods 
district, custom house fiiilos and sales by 
Mio public administrator. Then at tho 
close of a season they will enter some p.n.6, 
c,f the, largo potion houses or "department 
store" houses and clean up the job lotsand 
sample lots 


This operation \s tempered with judg- 


ment 
If- tho goods ore seasonable, they 


iirentonoo placed on the corta and sold 
If-they are not adapted for Immediate uses, 
they are carefully assorted. The "boss 
fakir" |s a keen •one and nevo> attempts 
to sell Ilrecruckors, straw hats and palm 
leaf fans in January, nor will he put out 
jits china dolls, Noah's arks. Christmas 
hook's and papier macho Santa. Clauses in 
.[uly. Tl\pn, fox?,' W locking bvftr Ma, -pin? 
chasoa he may find 'some choice goods—a 
flress pattern of silk, or a carton of umler- 
>roar, or something of real value, (these. 
Ihe chanced pro, (i« will sol) to anothur 
specialist In thp otty, A roan whq follows, 
imothorodd and systematic calling—toe 
dealer in peddler*' •uppllon. 


The "street fakirs" who are employed 


liy tho "boss fakirs" are corralled mainly 
In tho Bowery lodging houses. As a gen- 
eral thing they do not moke any deposit 
for their goods 
They are consigned to 


thorn on trust, and though it is undeni- 
ably true that many of them aro hard 
characters It Is a rare occasion that they 
do not turn up to render an account of 
their sales. 
The 'Jboss fakir" always 


equate <JP°n securing fhe return of his 
tkrigln'o)'outlay and a profit besides, 'xtili 
profit h*'1 shares with the1 street 'fakir in 
tiqual parts, deducting, however,'96 cents 
a day for tbo use of the pushcart. 
s 


The profits on street novelties vary 


widely 
Sometimes a huckster makes its 


high as »10 or 113 a day. Again it may be 
hut a dollar or two, and sometimes the 
"bos* fak|r" has to advance a small 
Bmo^plf to carry his1 sftlesinfin oveFtW 
night If' tho return haa been idnelflerabM 
J-410 or «I8—the "streotfakli1" gets about 
Kproqlng it In the Bowery dives. He won't 
work ogatn until reduced to his last cent 
—that is, as a rule.—Now York Herald.

Pluto and Cicero tell us that wom- 
in ore eorisor\ ative and keep many anti- 
quated phrases. Such are found in Corn- 
elia's letter and elsewhere, whilo proverbs 
nlxniiid In Theocritus' 
fifteenth idyl. 


Women also show their emotion by pathot- 
lo repetitions aud exaggeration, as in the 
• podolius luorlLiitti by liiutorl/itiu to curtain 
Komun matrons and in Alciphron's love 
luttere. 


"Swearing was onoe quite common 


among English women, BO Juliet's iiurtu 
and Daino Quickly swear very freely, whilo 
Hotspur reproaches Kate for using the 
v> eak oaths of women. In classic autiq- 
nity the weaker sex swore the more fre- 
quently and matrons most of all. In 
Greece, as men,swore by no goddess save 
Dometor, so the women by no god but 
Zeus, wlillo oaths by Aphrodite were espe- 
cially characteristic. Iu th<« best period 
Roman mon never called Castor to witness, 
nor the women Hercules. Similarly cur- 
tuin interjections were tho exclusive prop- 
ei ty of the women, as among some savage 
tallies they ha^o peculiar names for many 
objects.''—Phlladoljihia Press.

(Tot Alwnj-. Denprvlnit tho Reputation That 


Wtui Given Them. 


General Vei!o, in defending Abraham 


IdwAn from the often published state-

men was the fact. Many prominent farm- 
ers would send their own produce, several 
uniting to fill a boat, or merchants and 
other men would buy produce, fill a boat 
and send it down tho river in bobor hands. 
Chi'istuins of all grades, even to the 
preacher, operated flatnoats. One preach- 
er, I remember, rail those boats oven as 
long as Lincoln is said to lm\e run on one 
and raised a family of boys who nearly all 
did tho same running tho .most of their 
lives, wlillo many such boatmen roso from 
that humble calling to be steamboatmon 
—oven to captaincies. The late Captain 
David, who recently died in Madison, had 
his start on a flutboat more than 50 years 
ago 
This little story about one of tbe 


bust citizens whom Vevay over had may 
show just how near a "drunkard" got to 
being a flatboatman. George G Knox 
was, first of all, a Mothodkt and a tcm- 
perancB man, and at flrst a wool carder 
then a steam flour miller, and lastly a 
flatboatman, at least so far us loading a 
boat at tho Vovay wharf.

Device* Employed For Sccnrlng Color Ef- 


fects—Thousands of Bit* of Material In 
• Sl»gle Picture—Tlie Flesh TliiU Are 
Fainted by »n Artist. 


In making a stained glass window ranch 


more tabor und artistic j udgment are in- 
rolveil than might be supposed. Though 
the work is largely mechanical niter the 
artist's drawing is supplied, yet it is of such 
a nature that every workman employed in 
tho process must have a rare eye for color 
and (jreat accuracy of judgment. Tho first 
stop in ranking a picture window is tho 
water color drawing of tho artist, sotting 
forth the design, colors and general effect. 
From this is inttdaa black and white draw- 
Ing of the same size as tho window is to 
tended to be. Any errors In drawing be- 
come immediately apparent when the wa- 
ter color picture is enlarged, tho necessary 
corrections being mado before anything 
more is done. 


After the large drawing is approved it is 


laid flat upon two sheets of brown paper 
with ordinary carbon tracing papor laid 
between each sheet. A duplicate tracing 
Is then mado by running a little wheel over 
the outlines of tho picture. 
One of tho 


bracings is cut up as a pattern for the glass 
cutters. This is done by an ingenious tool 
called a throe legged scissors, which, when 
cutting, removes a strip of paper of tho 
same width as the lead which will separate 
tho fragments of glass when tho window 
is built up. The paper patterns are then 
pasted on a sheet of glass in the same po- 
sitions as the pieces of glass will occupy 
when thoy are bound together by'ffie lead 
strips. 


Now comes tho most critical port of the 


whole operation. With the water color 
drawing as a guide, the glass cutter has to 
substitute for the paper patterns the pieces 
of gla&s which will form the window. As he 
selects tho particular color which is called 
for by the water color sketch for each pa- 
per pattern ho strips off tho paper and sub- 
stitutes the glass. The difficulty of doing 
this may be appreciated when rJie groat 
number of tints usod in stained glass win- 
dows is considered. In tho fine mosaic 
work which Is seen to such perfection in 
tho Vatican at Borne no less than 86,000 
different tints are used. Of course nothing 
like that number is employed in modern 
picture windows, but the various shades 
are so numerous that an accurate eye is 
necessary to discriminate between them 
and to use them with judgment. 


The putter engaged in choosing and cut- 


ting tho glass has sometimes to pick over 
a ton or more of glass before he arrives at 
a piece suitable for some particular tint. 
By doubling a piece of glass or putting ono 
color behind another effects are often ob*- 
tainod which it would be impossible to 
produce with a single piece of gloss. The 
glass may be superficially stained or the 
color may bo incorporated while the molten 
glass is still In tho crucible. In America 
tho homogeneous colored glass is generally 
nsod, while in Europe tho stained glass Is 
almost entirely employed. In the homo- 
geneous g-ltiss metals and their different ox- 
ides aro used for coloring. As many as 17 
different ingredients aro used to obtain 
eoine dolicato shades. 


Tho most expensive tint Is ruby, to ob- 


tain which gold is employed. The excel- 
lence in colc-r of tho antique stained gloss 
windows has been found to bo largely due 
to the imperfections in tho glass which 
was manufactured at that timo. 
Modern 


glass is too smooth and clear for stained 
glass work, because it transmits the light 
too evenly and consequently does not give 
a good color effect. 
To remedy this glass 


for stained windows is now made purpose- 
ly of rough and uneven texture. Ths col- 
ors blend together better and give a mora 
brilliant effect when the surface of the 
glass is rough and full of minute blow 
holes.

ally occupy. To accomplish this the hUh 
erto nndisscctod tracing is laid on a sheet 
of gloss, and tho outlines of the picture are 
painted on the glass. Tho gloss fragments 
are then placed In position by means oj 
bhose outlines. When this is clone, the glass 
is taken into tho soldering room, and tho 
pieces are bound together by means of 
Joublo grooved strips of lead. This solder- 
Ing process is a delicate one, because the 
lead lines themselves are relied upon to 
;ive some of the general effect. No means 
lave yet been discovered of staining glass 
so that n satisfactory flesh tint will be ob- 
tained. All tho faces, hands and other 
flesh parts of the body are cut in white 
opalescent glass and then painted. While 
the artist is painting fche flesh parts the 
window Is mounted In a rough frame, and 
all tho light is out off except that which 
illuminates tlie piece of opolusotmt glass to 
be painted. 


The effect is extremely odd when one 


enters a studio whore several heads are be- 
ing painted. A1J round tho dork room may 
be soon faces staring out In luminous re- 
lief, against a dark background. IJere and 
there a ghostly arm is outstretched or q, 
mysterious hand suspended in midair! 
When the eyes got used to the darkness, 
the artists and many of the surrounding 
objects beeomo visible, an4 much of the 
uncanny effect disappears. 


There are some special products of re- 


cent invention which are of great service 
in obtaining effects, which it is almost im- 
possible to produce by varying depths of 
color. Among those ia tho so called "dra- 
pery glass." It is made by crumbling up 
the glass when hot by a special tool until 
it looks like a pieco of drapery. When al- 
lowed to cool, it remains in this condition 
and presents a luminous representation of 
drapery (when placed in a. window), which 
Is surprisingly natural. Feathers ore also 
made by a similar process for use in tho 
wings of angels and are equally lifelike 
when illuminated from behind. — Now 
York Tribune.
